Famous “Cripple” Expected to 
Return to the Races in 1919. 



Too Lame to Start This Year — 



Resume of His Wonderful 



Racing Career. 



Old Rosebud will race again next year. This 
announcement will quicken the pulse of racegoers, 
for “Ohl Buddy.” a< he is affectionately railed, 
i*. to the turf what “Matty” is to baseball — a jKipu- 
lar idol. lie was t<*o lame to race in 1918. 

It will l*e “Old Buddy’s” wcond comeback stunt 
of his eareer. If lie wins half the number of races 
he did in 1H17. he will have accomplished a new 
reeord of |M*rfortnauces such as no other horse has 
to his credit His performauc*** give him a niche 
in the hall of fame reserved for mighty thorough - 
fired*: hut should he again tup the list of handicap 
winners, such as he did in 1917. he will go down 
in turf history as the most remarkable horse that 
was ever foaled in America. Old Rosebud has been 
no favorite of fortune. The ills and ailments of 
race horses have rested heavily on him from his 
two-year-old year — 1913 — to the present time, when 
his years number seven. He lias lieen a cripple for 
four years. And yet, in s»*ite of his physical han- 
dicap. he has beaten the l»est race horses in the 
I’nited States and Canada. established records in 
a tiunilier of ini|H»rtant stake events, and in one 
year, that of 1917, won more handicaps than any 
other horse. 

ASSETS OF GOOD HORSE. 

Three thing.", assets of great importance to u »-u*e 
horse, were conducive to liis success — extreme speeu, 
great courage and fine action. These essentials he 
possessed to a great degree. Whether they would 
have been brought to the surface in the hands of 
an ordinary trainer is a matter of conjecture. But 
f.it<* place* 1 him in charge of Frank I). Weir, 
a topnoteh trainer of thoroughbreds. 

It was Weir’s skill that brought Ohl Rosebud’s 
sfieed to the front, and his skill plus patience 
that lias enabled “Old Buddy” to come back to the 
turf twice after he had broken down badly y id was 
regarded as a hopeless cripple by many trainers 

Old Rosebud raced in 1913-14-17, when ho was 
two. tlir**e and six years old respectively. Each 
.rear his winning career was cut short by his ten- 
dons giving way. When a race horse “breaks 
«towii.” as horsemen say, he does not literally break 
a leg. 

The sheath which bolds his tendons tears, and the 
londons stretch and become loose ami flabby, like 
the elastic in a worn-out garter. The leg “bows” 
or curves and lets down liehind. He is then broken 
down, and only heroic treatment, the use of red-hot 
ir>'i:<. can straighten the leg again. 

Oil Rosebud liegan ii is two-year-old car**er in 
Mexico at the Juarez track, lie came up the line 
of the circuit winning race after race, took the 
Canadian* into camp, and then at Saratoga made 
lie* eastern champions eat his dust. 

As a three -year-old Tie won the Kentucky Derby 
of 1914, and hung up a race record of 2:03%. That 
was not approached by the great horses that won 
this event in tin* three following years — Regret. 
George Smith and Omar Khayyam. Regret won in 
2:* 15%, George Smith in 2:04 and Omar Khayyam 
in 2:04%. Old Rosebud won with bis head in his 
chest, never being fully extended during any stage 
of the mile and a quarter route. 

It was during his race for the Withers Stakes 
at Belmont Dark that he “broke down.” He was 
making Ids run and just drawing into a winning 
lead when the sheath ruptured on liis near foreleg 
and lie hobbled home a cripple, lie was turned out 
in a paddock for three years, and then came back 
in 1917. 

MADE RECORD IN 1917. 

Last year “Old Buddy” started twenty-one times. 
He won fifteen races, finished seeond once and third 
three times, being unplaced only twice. This rec- 
ord has never lieen equaled by a six -year-old geld- 
ing. He Iteat all the lies! horses in training 
Roainer. Borrow. Hodge. Boots and The Finn, lie 
won more handicaps, conceding big weight to liis 
rivals, than any otln-r ra<*er. and thus earned the 
title of “Handicap King.” A few of his victories 
were the farter. Frontier, Inaugural, Delaware and 
Bay View. 

Two of the remarkable things in «*onnection with 
Old Bos** bud’s career are that he has never lieen 
lieaten |»y a |m hit horse, and that he has never been 
ridden by a first -class jockey. Roainer and other 
great burses, at times, have run some bad races 
and have lieen lieaten by iioor horses. “Old Buddy.” 
never! When this liappened. there was a reason — 
lie was a cripple in the rn«-e. 

Peak, who was ruled off last year for liis ride 
on Judge Wingfield at Belmont Park, was 01*1 
Roue fold's pilot. Peak at bis liest was never better 
Ilian a first -class exercise or stable Imy. Old 
Rosebud won liis races by sheer merit, without help, 
but frequently hindered, by liis jockey. 

OLD BUDDY IN HIDING. 

Just where Old Rosebud is turned out is a secret 
that trainer Weir guards carefully. Weir, jnt 
liefore he sailed recently for Cuba, said: 

“Old Rosebud will come back to the races next 
year. Where he is? That’s a secret that I can’t 

tell. But he is well and will lie ready to give 
Roomer and Cudgel a battle for the handicaps next 
year. He is turned out in a big paddock with a lot 
of fillies, lie was ‘fired’ last year, and the opera - 
tion was suc«*essful. Ilis legs are all right again. 

“His attendant writes that he must have traveled 
a thousand miles in liis paddock last year. He 
just fools with the fillies, when they have im- 
ppnuptu races, by allowing them to lead him for 
half the length of the paddock. He then throws 
up his head as much as to say, ‘It’s time for you 
girls to fall in line ami follow me.’ 

“Old Rosebud is the kind of horse that one 
sees once m M lifetime.” continued Weir, reminis- 
i-ently. “and then he fails to appear in the lives of 
some men. He is certainly the fastest liorse I ever 
trained or ever saw. If lie had been sound there is 
no telling how fast he would have run a mile. 
His drawbacks have been physical. 

SHOWS DAZZLING SPEED. 

“When I brought him. a two-year-old, to Sara- 
toga in 1913. MeTaggart. who had lieen riding 
Stiomboli. it winner <»n the Long Island tracks, 
said: ‘Don’t bet too much on Old Rosebud to beat 

Stromboli, for Mr. Belmont’s gelding can fly.’ 

“That is how the jockeys regarded Stromboli. 
But I opened their eyes one morning when I gave 
Old Buddy a trial. Tom Healey, trainer for R.

Owner Willis Shariie Kilmer was highly fortunate in the racing campaign of 1917, by reason of 
I losses sing the champion two-year-old in tin* speedy Sun Briar. This colt was brought to Louisville 
early in 191S to essay the difticult task of w’inning the Kentucky Derby. But for some reason unre- 
lated to the public lie did not train well, and it was not until August that lie regained the form of liis 
brilliant two -year- old career. In the meantime, when it had become apparent to his sagacious trainer. 
Henry McDaniel, that Sun Briar could not win the Derby, a council of war between liis owner and 
trainer had its outcome in the purchase of the three -year -old gelding Exterminator from J. Milam. 
The transaction made no particular stir, it being the impression at the time that the gelding was 
lxmght to help Sun Briar in his work and. possibly, in the big race. But when Exterminator won the 
Derby, it was recognized that his new owner and trainer knew tiiey had acquired a gmsl three-year- 
old and made a shrewd deal in his purchase. He proved one of the leading money winners of the year, 
he and Sun Briar winning nearly all of the comfortable sum credited to the stable, its record being 
as follows :

The track was still heavy, but was drying out 
as the afternoon progressed. Small fields went to 
the i Hist in the majority of tlie races, and most of 
the winners s**on*d by safe margins at the end. 

Major Dorno, the favorite in the fourth race, 
stumbled when leading at the half mile ]H>st and 
fell. Ryan, who had the mount, escaped unharmed. 
Ambassador III., well supjiorted, won the race in 
hollow fashion, while Croix d’Or was second, a head 
in advance of Sky Man. 

Attorney Muir and Golden Chance engaged in an 
interesting stretch duel in the second ra<*e, the 
outcome of which was iu doubt until the final 
strides, the first named getting the decision by a 
neck. 

Billy Joe. favorite in the fifth race, stumbled on 
tli** tiirf of the backstretcb and was pulled up. Iu 
the meantime Miss Gove was enjoying easy sailing, 
leading by a wide margin, which she found no 
trouble maintaining to the end. 

Enver Bey made every post a winning one in the 
closing raw of the afternoon, and at all times 
held liis opponents safe. 

Jockey Hileman was fined $25 and suspended five 
days for rough riding.

STAR HAWKS PROGENY IN FUTURITY 



J. SANFORD’S FUTURITY NOMINATIONS 



NEW YORK. Deeemlier 30.— Tlie first intimation 
of star Hawk’s progeny lieiug entered in the stakes 
of this country comes with 11. H. Hewitt’s nomina- 
tion of Inspiration in the Futurity of 1921, which 
was received by secretary Karlooker today. 

Nicklutis. the steeplechase jockey, has lieen freed 
from army serviee ami lias signed to ride for C.ipt. 
J. E. Davis during the racing of 1919. 



T. Wilson, told me that three -eighths iu thirty - 
six seconds was the liest any youngster had trav- 
eled. 

“The Saratoga track was then slow — about three 
seconds slower to the mile than it was last year. 
I brought out Old Rosebud, and, with the 1 k>.v 
holding his bead, lie worked tliree-eigliths in 33 ‘f,. 
Say! that fairly took Healey’s breath away. He 
was so impressed with it that he stood and looked 
at Old Rosebud for fifteen minutes. Two days 
later Old Rosebud beat Stromboli so far that in* 
was lost in the dust. 

LAMENESS KEPT A SECRET. 

“Ohl Rosebud pulled up lame that year, but I 
never told anybody about it, and it was never men- 
tioned in print. That winter 1 thought it advisable 
to sell him- I owned a life interest in him. and 
suggested to Col. Applegate that if we could get 
$25.otlO for him it would be a good sale. But 
by ;m error the story was printed that we had 
refused $30,000 for him. and this killed off other 
offers. About this time Hodge was showing some 
fast trials, and everybody was talking alnait him 
as the Kentucky Derby winner. 

“Well. I’m glad we didn’t sell, for ‘Old Buddy’ 
won the Derby, beating Hmlge easily. He showed 
how fast he is by running the mile and a quarter in 
2:03% — the fistest time ever made for the Derby. 
When he broke down at Belmont Park, his career 
seemed at an end. It was a bad rupture. 

“I ‘fired’ Him and turned him out. Next year 
I took him up and examined him. He was still 
bowed. I ‘fifed’ him again with the irons, ami 
again turned him out. ‘Nature,’ I said, ‘will do 
mqre for him than the irons. Time will strengthen 
the tendons.’ Nearly three years of rest did tin* 
trick, and he came hack in 1917 and won $31,720. 
Tin^e 4s bow helping him to round into condition 
again. A champion? Who knows?”

Fashionable Sires of the Time.

if ever there were teu more choicely -bred mares, 
mated with the purest and best bred stallions, 
entered for one American stake race by one man 
than those that are listed for the Futurity of 1921 
by Mr. John Sanford, the master of Hurrieana 
Farm, Amsterdam, N. \\ The blood that will run 
through the veins of the progeny of these mart’s 
include that of such historic thoroughbreds as Fly- 
ing Fox. William the Third, Nassovian. Ladas. 
Spearmint. Cylgad, Sundridge. Uncle, The Curragh. 
Star Shoot. Broomstick, Gallinule and Bradwardiue. 
It is doubtful if there could be a more superior mix- 
ing of blood if tin* world were fine-combed for the 
puriHJse. The names of some of the horses men- 
tioned are household words the world over where 
racing exists. It is only a few years ago that 
jockeys who had ridden Flying Fox pronounced him 
a wonderful horse. Then comes William the Third, 
a horse whose blood is envied by all breeders. He 
is the sire of Nassovian, which is a half-brother 
to Craganour. which finished first in tin* Epsom 
Derby* but was disqualified. Spearmint will never 
be forgotten in English turf history. Cylgad will 
Ih* remembered here as the sire of Blue Laddie, a 
colt with which Mr. II. 1*. Whitney might upset all 
calculations of owners of three -year -olds in 1919. 
He gave such promise last, spring that many pre- 
dicted he would Ih* the liest two-year-old of the 
year. 

Sumlridge will live forever in turf history, not 
only for his own achievements, hut for the progeny 
he will leave behind, one of which jierfornied such 
remarkable feats in this country as a two and 
tliree-year-old, alluding, of course, to Sun Briar. 
With no ether horse to recommend him. Sun Briar 
should Ih* sufficient, but Sundridge begot many 
more high-class horses. Consuelo II. is the dam of 
George Smith, which lias demonstrated many times 
that he is one of the stars of the American turf. 
Possibly one of the youngest am! coining sires of 
this country is The Curragh. He is by Spearmint — 
Currajong. and was purchased by Mr. John Sanford 
to preside over his Hurrieana Farm. Already the 
young stock of this horse, now browsing around the 
paddocks and meadows of Hurrieana, are showing 
much promise and great things are predicted for 
them by both Mr. Sanford and Preston Burch, the 
manager of Mr. Sanford’s stable. 

WHERE MARES ARE LOCATED. 

The first six mares on tie* appended list of 
nominations are now at the Meddler Stud. New- 
market. England, while Laelia is housed at Mr. 
Sanford’s French establishment known as Harms 
de Chef freville. Consuelo II. is in Kentucky, and 
Addie M. and Winning Witch are ou the home 
ground, being in care of Mr. Seely at Hurrieana 
Fa rm . 

Naturally it is a long way to the Futurity of 
1921. but there is one salient point in nominating 
these mares - it indicates that Mr. Sanford intends 
to be represented in the big raves of this country 
as well as in the historic fixtures which arc run 
in England and France.

KENTUCKIANS WIN IN CUBA 



Horsemen from Blue Grass State 
Prosper at Oriental Park. 



Frank Weir the Leading Winning 
Owner — Senor Diaz’ Pros- 
pects Excellent. 



HAVANA. Cuba, December 3*).— Although over- 
shadowed numerically by the stables from the east- 
ern sections of the United States, the stables from 
Kentucky are more than holding their own in the 
racing which has taken place so far this season at 
Oriental Park. List year the Kentuckians carried 
orf the lions share of the profits, and it Im»ks as 
jr they are destined to do so again this year, fn.* 
in spite of being a bit tardy in coming into the 
racing action, they have won more purses than 
the representatives of any other locality. 

the records for the first eleven days of the meet- 
ing show that the Kentucky horses won twenty - 
eight races as against twenty-one to the credit 
of the Maryland and New York contingents, eight 
won by C nban- owned horses that spent the sun: 
iner here and twelve from miseella neons localities. 
During the first few days of the meeting Ken- 
tucky was but meagerly represented iu the entrr 
lists, chiefly because tin* owners who shipped their 



fine condition, the journey having been made under 
ideal conditions throughout. But now the Kentucky 
stables are beginning to come into the racing action 
freely, and it is to be expected that thev ?l| 
unue to make a good snowing as the meeting ad- 
vances. 

The eastern section of the United States not only 
overmatches the west in the numerical strength 
of its representatives, but has a considerable num- 
ber horses of good class here that will make it 
mighty interesting for the Kentucky stars in the 
stakes and other important races. If Hodge stands 
training, however, and Kay Si>ence. his owner, thinks 
lie will, the Kentuckians doubtl-ss will have tlu* 
champion of the season, for it is universally con- 
ceded that Hodge is by far the Inst horse ever 
brought to UuIni. Hodge has been going along 
satisfactorily iu his preliminary training, and it is 
likely that lie will Ih* in condition to participate 
in the racing next month. He was assigned top 
weight of 124 pounds for the Uhristmas Handicap, 
hut was an absentee because he is not vet iu racing 
condition. 

FRANK WEIR IN THE LEAD. 

Of owners who ship|H*d here from the Kentucky 
section none has done so well as Frank I). Weir. 
In fact, the Weir stable is leading all others here 
in the item of races won. and jockey J. Dreyer, the 
contract rider for Mr. Weir, is leading the jockeys 
in winning mounts. During the first eleven days 
of the meeting tlie Weir stable won no less than 
nine races and nearly $4,000 in purses. Sunningdale. 
Fort Bliss, Mamion. King Worth, Ambassador 111. 
and Helen Atkin were the winners that contributed 
this satisfying total. Mr. Weir lost the fleet fillv 
Amhassador III. after her victory. II. B. Dailey 
whose Avion finished second, claiming her for $950. 

Other owners who figured prominently in the win- 
ning list during the same period included J. T. 
Strife, whose horses ^avon five races worth $2,030: 
C. T. Worthington, four races and $1.»>70: J. P. 
Ross, three races of $1,500; Kay Spence, two races 
and $1.4*55. and G. Holmes, three races and $1,200. 
The winnings of the last named owner are all to 
the credit of the good old campaigner Clark M.. 
which trainer Dee Hammond had in superb con- 
dition for the o|H*uing of the meeting. Hammond 
is training a small but select string of horses, and 
those that have started so far have raced with 
the utmost consistency, having either won or fig- 
ured as sharp contenders in all their starts. Smart 
Money, the star of the Hammond string, is tndng 
reserved for the stakes and other important races. 

The meeting continues to run along in a satisfac- 
tory manner, despite the handicap imi»osed by tin* 
recent spell of unfavorable track conditions, which 
affected the quality of the racing by retarding the 
training of the g.nid horses and giving the cheaper 
grade of horses a monopoly of the racing programs. 
But with a return of the usual ideal climatic con- 
ditions of the famous Cuban winter, the finest brand 
of racing ever seen in Cuba should Ih* the rule 
from this time on. Even if there should Ih* some 
more rain, track conditions will not Ih* so trying 
as they were last week, as the heavy rain with 
which the course was deluged recently has served 
to settle tlu* new top dressing of the track admirably, 
iii'l it will be in better condition to withstand a 
wetting. 

ADDITIONAL IMPROVEMENTS MADE. 

General manager Brown continues to build for the 
future at Oriental Park. An immense amount of 
money has been extended during the past few months 
in making the racing plant more beautiful and 
more complete in its conveniences and equipment, 
both for the benefit of the horsemen racing here 
and for the general public. There is now no more 
beautiful simt in Cuba, and still the work of further 
embellishments of the wonderful natural beauty 
of the place is going on. One of the latest improve- 
ments undertaken by Mr. Brown is the inclosing 
of tlu* open air paddock where the horses are 
saddled for racing with an ornate fence for the 
protection of the public and the equipment of tlie 
paddock with stalls for the convenience of the 
horsemen. So genial is the weather her** at all 
times that stalls are really a superfluity, but Mr. 
Brown decided to add them to the equipment in 
conformity with tlu* general practice on American 
race tracks. 

Senor A. H. Diaz, the wealthiest Cuban who has 
become interested iu racing as an owner ami a 
breeder, is looking forward to a successful season 
when liis new trainer. William McDaniel, has been 
in charge of his stable long enough to get results. 
McDaniel took charge of the horses some three 
weeks ago. and will weed out the less desirable 

material when he gets a line on their capabilities. 
Those that are not capable of carrying the Diaz 

colors creditably will he disposed of with the idea 
of eventually building up a stable that will hold 
its own on the American tracks as wi ll as in Cuba. 
Sen r Diaz is a thoroughgoing sportsman, and is 

keenly interested in racing. He has high hopes, 
from what the colt has shown since McDaniel 

took him in hand that Orestes will prove a better 
horse here this season than lie was last winter, wrhen 
he was regarded as the champion. He failed to race 
satisfactorily in the United Srat s last summer be- 
cause of a hurried preparation for the 1’renkness 
Stakes rt Pimlico Upon - his arrival there from Cuba.

GENERAL NEWS NOTES OF THE DAY FISHING AND HUNTING NOTES 



WASHINGTON, D. C„ December 30.— President 
Wilson will return to the United States before the 
present Congress lias adjourned on Marcli^, it was 
announced at the White House executive offices 
today. It was stated that no matter what the situa- 
tion abroad might be, the President would return 
before that date, in order to act upon the last 
minute bills that will be put through before ad- 
journment. If developments warranted it, the 
President would then return to Europe to resume 
his participation in the peace conference, it was 
stated. 

MANCHESTER, England, December 30.— Fresh 
from the unprecedented honors heaped upon him in 
London, President Wilson today became the center 
of similar homage here. The President and 
Mrs. Wilson, accompanied by a small party, had 
arrived late yesterday from Carlisle, where Mr. and 
Mrs. Wilson attended church, to receive an ovation 
of unbounded enthusiasm. Early this morning great 
crowds began gathering in the streets, all of which 
were brilliantly decorated with flags and bunting. 

PARIS, France, December 30. — Premier Clemen- 
cenu’s government won a great victory in the cham- 
ber of deputies early today when the amendment to 
cut the government credits was defeated by a vote 
of 398 to 93. With a single roar from the “Old 
Tiger,’’ France lined up behind the premier. The 
vote came at the end of a historic session of the 
chamber, during which the government hud been 
severely hackled. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., December 30.— General 
weather forecast: Unsettled weather will prevail 

over practically the entire forecast district, with 
blizzard conditions in the plains states and rain or 
snow in the sections farther east. While the cold 
wave will push east and southward, it will not 
reach the eastern limits of the district until Wednes- 
day or Wednesday night. 

PARIS, France, December 30. — “America will have 
thirty -five per cent of the world’s merchant tonnage 
after the war.’’ said Edward Nash Hurley, chairman 
of the National Shipping Board of the United 
States, in an interview. “England will have fifty 
per cent of the tonnage, and the other fifteen per 
cent will mostly be made up by the Scandinavian 
countries.** 

WASHINGTON, D. C., December 30.— Republicans 
who will represent five middle western states in the 
next House have swung solidly into line for Repre- 
sentative James R. Mann of Illinois for the speaker- 
ship. Representative Martin B. Madden of Illinois, 
chairman congressional committee in charge of 
Mann’s l >00111. announced today. 

MANCHESTER. England, December 30— The 
United States is not interested in European politics, 
declared President Wilson in an address here today 
accepting the freedom of the city. The President 
was constantly interrupted by applause un*l was 
cheered for three minutes when he arrived at Free 
Trade Hall. 

LONDON, England. December 30. — A political de- 
bacle is imminent in Turkey, said an Exchange Tele- 
graph dispatch from Athens today. Grave disorders 
broke out in the Turkish chamber of deputies at 
Constantinople as a result of opposition by the 
Young Turks to certain measures. 

AMSTERDAM. Holland, December 30.— A clash 
occurred on Saturday between striking miners in the 
Ilamhorn and Dusseldorf districts of Rhenish Prus- 
sia and the soldiers guarding the mines, it was re- 
ported from Cologne today. After a fight the miners 
were dispersed. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., December 30.— A budget 
system to supplant the present fiscal system in 
Congress will be strongly advocated by Representa- 
tive Martin B. Madden of Illinois and other influen- 
tial Republicans, members stated today- 

PARIS. France. December 30. — There is another 
rumor current, this time well authenticated in offi- 
cial circles, that King George will visit the United 
States as soon as the international situation be- 
comes normal ugaiu.

The Wisconsin Game Protective Association be- 
lieves that the federal wildfowl regulations should 
be amended so as to allow the shooting of migratory 
birds half an hour after sunset, and that as soon as 
the change had been made in the federal regulations 
a like change should be made in the state law to 
conform to it.
